fllienandoah, Pa., Aug. 8. — The R«». 

Charlos Kdwaids, pastor of tho PreB* 
byterlan church here and formerly 
State president of the Young Men's 
Bible aociety, aaid that the young men 
Id his congregation, which Is made up 
principally of mine workorB. have In- 
formed him that forfMiincrs have de- 
termined to cut off an car of every 
man who returns to work so that they 
vUl forever be marked as "unfair 
workmen." Mr. Edwards says his 
JQUng men are in a position to know 
Ud he beliovps the story. Tlie for- 
eigners think this is the easiest meth- 
od for preventing attempts to break 
the strike. 

Throwing of stones at the troops 
were repeated. This time the attack 
was not made on the camp but against 
the proTOSt guards stationed at the 
Pennsylvania railroad station near 
one of the foreign collerles in the 
southern part of the town. Ihigadier 
General Gobln was requested by the 
town authorities to send a company of 
men to that locality because of the 
disorders that had occurred. Captain 
Rice of the Ei/^hth was on duty there 
all night and the colonel of the regi- 
ment said tll« company was greeted 
by a shower of stones which came 
from the top of a high hill overlooking 
the railroad station. The captain im- 
mediately placed a detail of men in 
the vicinity of the houses from which 
the stones were thrown. No one was 
captured as the offenders had escaped 
before the soldiers reached the top 
of the hill. 

An Intoxicated coal and iron police- 
man wandered into the camp and be- 
came disorderly. He was placed In 
the guard tent iind lat^r was n>leased. 
A number of strikers heard of the in- 
cident and formed a i)icket lino 
around the camp, looking for the man 
to leave the place. They followed 
him down the Mahanoy road, but as 
there were a nunilier of soldiers in 
the vicinity the siril<ers did not nujh-st 
him and they soon disappeared. The 
Oovemor's troop of cavalry took a 
practice march of about 16 or 20 
miles through the Mahanoy valley. 
Bverything II quiet in the region.

%o President Roosevelt for the pardon 
of the men In Jail and this will prob- 
abl7 bs done at once." 

Traey Relies Picked Up. 

Spokane. Wash.. Aug. 8.— When the 
Klieriff, with the body of Tracy, drove 
through Davenport, hundreds of per 
sons followed up the street and crowd 
ed about the wagon. By the time the 
wagon reached the morgue the streets 
were crowded and from every corner 
could be heard "Three shouts for 
Lincoln county." The town was wild. 
The. morgue doors had to be closed 
and the crowd was asked to stand 
back. Many locks of the outlaw's 
liair were carried away, and in some 
places his head had been made bald. 
His trousers were cut into strips and 
before tb«y were divided, they were 
cut into smaller pieces.

Clark of tlie Hartford Current came 
to talk over the political situation In 
their state with the president. Rep- 
resentative Jesse Overstreet of Indi- 
ana, one of the members of the con- 
gressional campaign committee, dls- 
cufised with the president the political 
situation generally, so far as it re- 
lates to the congressional elections In 
the fall. He alked to the president, 
too. regarding the letter's proposed 
visit to Indiana in Septenilier.

Washington, Aug. 8. Secretary

Deadly Duel. 
Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 8.— Jim 
Highpeach and rooks Carter were 
killed, John Carter la supposed to have 
been seriously wounded and a man 
naineri Kidimond was shot through 
the wrist in a fight in Jackson county 
resulting from an old feud between 
the Carter and Lynch families of that 
section. The flght occurred In the 
country store of Brooks Carter, where 
Brooks, his brother John, .lim High- 
peach and Boyd and Lisle Lynch and 
several others had gathered. The talk 
drifted to the election and a dispute 
arose between the Carter and Lynch 
partisans. Brooks Carter was seen to 
reach for his pistol and a general 
flght ensued In which guns and pistols 
were brought into action. Brooks 
Carter and Highpeach were Instantly 
killed and a bystander named Rich 
mond was shot through the wrist. 
John Carter, who Is supposed to have 
been seriously wounded, ran off 
after the shooting, threatening veu' 
geance. The Lynch brothers are un- 
der arrest. Further trouble is antic 
Ipated. 

Order For Foreign Ralls. 
New York, A\ig. 8.— So great is the 
pressur<' of steel rail orders in this 
country that an American railroad, 
according to reliable reports has been 
compelled, says the Iron Age. to place 
a substantial contract abroad in or 
der to secure satisfactory delivery. 
The report, which Is not officially con 
firmed, however, sajrs an order fbr 
close to 60.000 tons of steel rails for 
delivery to the Pacific coast has gone 
to a German rail maker. It Is under- 
stood the Southern Pacific and Union 
Pacific companies together needed 
100,000 tons, but that the American 
mills are unable to meet the require-

Bishops Messmer and McFaul and 
Alphonse Kocbel of New York also 
addressed the convention on the ques- 
tion. Father O'Reilly said he thought 
he voiced the sentiment of the con- 
vention when he said It was the place 
of (he federatifin to enli.f^hten the gov- 
ernment as to the true situation in the 
Philippines. Men, be said, whose duty 
it was to Inform the administration 
impartially had been blind to true 
conditions. How was there to be of- 
ficial knowledge cf the Catholic view 
of the matter unless this convention 
let the government know how the 
Catholics in general stood on the mat- 
ter. Once inform the president and 
then the (lei)art nx'nt of state, he said, 
and till re < t'\il(l be no possible doubt
